Emilia vras a 3 years 1 month old male who was referred for a bilingual speech 
and laiigU-agfe equation to assess his communication skills. A variety of formal and 
inforiiial. measures will be administered during this evaluation to assess language skills. 
An informal interview with Eriiilio's teacher at Rosemount Center as well as a review of 
records will also be incorporated &s P 3 ** of this evaluation. 

Upon review of Emflio's file, it was indicated that he currently attends the 
Rosemount Center. Regarding his medical history, Emilio was diagnosed with 
Velocardip-Facial syndrome (a congenital malformation syndrome of birth defects that 
include clSft^palatey heart defects an abnormal facial structure, and learning problems), 
T """•- 'k JpTr idood r* ft frf > lrtri),.fl T1 '* Bernand-Soulier svn^mmg fwhm platelets 
ig^^^j^i^ T 4^ ^fjjrjtlf fl T 1 ^ ff V +" ffljUggd l rMlf1 ,Yf ififi i y^j) Emilio ™*» g 5 \ agii w^ at 
v birtft. in addition, Emifi^ nks rednc^^suS^acidty for his age.

Previous. developmental assessment revealed that Emilio's mental index was <so

social/language area his communication sKUs were within the <12 month level. This 
evaluation was conducted by t>r.

Currently, Emilio receive speech and language intervention services at 
Rosemount Centet twice a week in Spanish- A speech and language update was 
completed °^ 6na2 by Nancy Hoos and Alcina De Sousa. Based on this update E 
receptive language skills are approximately within the 8-9 month range and his 
expressive language dolls are approximately within the 8-9 month range.

The REEL-2 is a checklist that utilizes 
obseiVatfiiiikl iitfbrmatibn Reported by patents, guardians or teachers to identify any 
receptive arid expressive language deficits in infants and toddlers. The checklist was 
utilized during the interview Ayith Emilio's teacher at Rosemount Center as well as during 
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dirucal observatipns- Receptive language skills were evaluated to assess Emilio's ability 

to attend id a tas^- identify objecjs and follow verbal commands. Expressive language
